THIS INTERVIEW WAS DONE IN EARLY SUMMER 
2011 WITH FORMER ANTISECT MEMBER JOHN. 
HE IS NOT PART OF THE CURRENT REFORMED 
LINE UP ENJOY* 


Q: You were active in the Northampton punk scene for a good 
while before joining Antisect, Did the Northampton area have a 
thriving punk community at this point? What other bands were 
active in the area? 


A: Northampton had a very active pur.k scene in the late seven¬ 
ties and early to mid eighties. The punka tended to group into 
different factions, the younger punks with brighter hair colours 
and painted jackets into Exploited etc, the black leather and 
studs, long black spiked Discharge crew, the vegetarian and 
black canvass guys (including Antisaet with the very long spikes 
drooping at the ends), and the vegan, hippy type punks, There 
were only 2 or 3 pubs in Northampton where punka could get 
served in those days so we all saw a lot of each other. In 
around 82 and S3 we ail drank in a pub called The Bantam, which 
was always full of punks on a Friday and Saturday night. Origi¬ 
nally I knocked about more with the discharge punks, which was 
more my look, though I b&ji phases of coloured hair-- Though I was 
good mates with Antisect, X never really got my head around the 
vegetarian thing and could never get the look right with can¬ 
vass , Never could give up the black leather jacket, studded belt 
and 14 hole Doc' Martin boots. Great days. 













Q: What (if any) bands were you in before joining Antisect? 


A: Apart from some pretty awful bands I was in at school, I was in 
a very poor punk band called The Dross in around 1978 and led a < 
punk duo called FaceAche from around 1982, right up until X joined 
Antisect. 


Q: Did any of these bands release records or demos? 
A: FaceAche had a demo. Long lost now. 


Q: Before you joined Antisect, Describe your relationship with the 
band? 

A: At first I was part of a different group, and although we knew 
each other, I wasn't into the whole anarcho punk, vegi punk thing. 
Eventually, Pete (Lippy) Lyons and I became very good friends. De¬ 
spite our differences we shared a similar outlook on life, sense of 
humour and love for fast and/or hallucinogenic drugs. When I first 
joined it was a bit difficult. Though Pete and I were good mates 
and I got on well with Polly (drums) and the others weren't really 
sure about me. I wasn't very 'right on' if you know what I mean. 
Messed up their anarcho punk credentials a bit, which Lippy loved, , 
not enjoying how serious the whole scene was getting. 


Q: By the time you joined the band. Antisect had started to go 
through some drastic line up changes. With eventually you joining 
on bass and eventually all the singers leaving; how did you come to 
join the band? 


A: When Wink left the band, Lippy put me forward, and frankly it 
was his band so no one could really argue. Even before I joined 
there had been some tensions in the band, which finally led to Rich 
Hill leaving within weeks of my arrival. I never did a gig with 
Rich. That left Caroline and Pete Boyce on vocals with Lippy, 

Polly and I making the noise. It worked well at first after a 
couple of UK dates toured Northern Italy with that line up. The 
tour was quite tough as we had no money and were travelling every¬ 
where in a tiny van with bench seats and there were 9 of us in the 
van with the driver and Caroline's then boyfriend in tow. It caused 
some tensions and even Lippy and I fell out briefly at one point. 

We survived the tour but Caroline left the band on our return to 
the UK. In 1885 we had a UK tour lined up with DIRT. On the day of 
the tour, Pete Boyce left the band, telling us when we turned up at 
his house to pick him up. Lippy and I then had to learn all the 
lyrics in the van on the way to the first gig up North somewhere. 

We never really learned those lyrics properly and even used to sing 
old England Football team line ups when we couldn't remember the 
words. Oddly, this 3 piece line up was very popular and became very 
tight and heavy. Lee Dorian from Napalm Death told me that it was 
always his favourite line up. '• 
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A: We were in line to record a second album in London and hitch 
hiking back and forth to London to sort things out was proving to 
be a pain. Also, after the UK tour with DIRT we became great 
^friends with them and their crowd in East London. In the summer of 
1J5, Lippy and I (and Caroline actually), all moved to London, 
living in a squat in Forest Gate East London. Polly and his girl¬ 
friend joined us in the autumn. 


Q: Allot of the Anarcho-punk bands seemed like they were fairly 
consumed by their music. Putting enormous amount of effort into the 
band. As the music was a reflection of the. lifestyles they lived. 
Antisect are known as a one of these bands that lived far outside 
of societal norms. Outside of playing music could you describe the 
-lifestyle you lived? Did the band live collectively? what was day 
to day life like for you at this time? 


A: It was all a bit crazy. There was a lo£ of drug taking which was 
great fun but also brought its own problems. No one worked and many 
were politically active, getting involved in animal rights activism 
and doing some dastardly things at times including Stop the City 
*demos and stuff. The police regularly turned up at our house in 
Northampton and Lippy was usually carted off for questioning. For 
my part, I wasn't greatly involved in any of that because I was too 
lazy and had little convictions that I consistently believed in. To 
;me life was about having a really good time and being yourself, but 
I was also very tribal and being a punk meant everything to me back 
then 


.Q: Also by you joined the band right before the tour of Italy. 
This was the first out of country tour for Antisect. How would de¬ 
scribe this tour? Was Antisect already a established name in Italy 
(as it must have been in the UK by this time)? or did the band tour 
as a relatively unknown band? 


A: As previously mentioned, the Italy tour was very tough. We had a 
great time and met some brilliant people but we didn't even have 
enough cash to eat. We were staying in a freezing squat in Milan 
with no glass in the windows (in November) and many of the gigs got 
canceled due to Police or local authority intervention. This meant 
no pay so we were literally living on less than a pound a day each. 
The people made it great though and the scene in Milan then was 
amazing with a great squat venue, Virus. We were as well known in 
Italy as in the UK, so got big crowds there and they loved us. The 
next time we went abroad was for a Dutch tour, and frankly the less 
said about that the better. Putting us in Amsterdam with our drug 
habits was disastrous. S ,

Q: I've heard rumor of a video was shot during this Italian 
tours? Do you know anything about this footage? 


A: Never heard of it or seen it.If its out there, I want it! 

Q: For the majority of the time you were in the band you toured 
and recorded ("out from the void") as a three piece. How were 
vocal duties handled during this period? you sang on one of the 
songs on "out from the void" which one? 


A: I sang on one side and Pete (Lippy) on the other yes. I don't 
remember which was my side! Sorry. Recording the single was dif¬ 
ficult. We were taking too many drugs and hadn't really enough 
money behind us to do the job properly. We ended up actually re¬ 
cording it twice in two different studios because the first at¬ 
tempt was so bad. Pete and I still think it came out rubbish. 


Q: A second album ("Welcome to the new dark ages") was recorded 
for Mortarhate records. Yet the recordings were never finished, 
apparently the vocals were never done. You must have been playing 
some of the songs that would have been on this record; "They 
Came", "New Dark Ages", "Ritual", "Bedlam", "Behind the Lines", 
"Into the flames", before you left the band. Were you involved in 
these records at all? or were they done with Lawrence on bass? 


A: It was the same line up as the single recording the album, 
with me on bass and Pete and I both planning to do vocals. We re¬ 
corded all of the music for the whole album and half mixed it. We 
never got around to recording vocals because Lippy decided he 
just didn't like it and it was not up to scratch. He was probably 
right, but I just wanted to get it done and released, learn the 
lessons and do better next time. I found the whole experience 
frustrating and depressing and began to question whether I wanted 
to continue with the band. I had been without cash for years be¬ 
cause of being in the band and just wanted to earn a bit of cash 
to buy a motorbike and live a little. After I left, Tim Andrews 
joined on vocals and Lawrence on bass and that line up toured the 
UK in 1987, though they never recorded anything. I actually went 
on the tour with them to help out and have some fun. I think that 
the only video I have ever seen of Antisect is from that tour. 
Typical! 


Q: By the time you joined the band, it seems lyrically the band 
was moving away from the overtly politcal diatribes and moving 
towards a more personal lifestyle anarchist approach. Would you 
say this a fair assement? Did this reflect a change in the band's 
outlook? The lyrics (from what I can decipher) of the later mate¬ 
rial seem even bleaker still particulary the song "new dark age". 
Did it become increasingly more difficult to see a brighter 
future? From what I’ve read/at this point, the Anaffcho-punk move¬ 
ment began to splinter and strain from the allot of in-fighting, 
etc? Had this taken it's toll on the band as well? 

A: Well we were in a bit of a dark place sometimes. Lippy 

and I particularly were interested in exploring the whole 
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psychology of society and our lives as humans. Polly too got 
very interested in weird spirituality and spent sometime knock¬ 
ing about with Genesis P Orridge and co from Psychic TV I never 
was that interested in politics, but more about freedom, moral¬ 
ity, madness, mentality. What the human race could be if set 
free from the boundaries of society. Even the idea of dark, 
tribal madness, cannibalism, warrior codes and kinship. Hard to 
articulate what was going on in my head then, because often it 
was just nonsense. Freethinking nonsense, but still nonsense. 


Q: After Antisect, you were in a band called Splitpigs in the 
early 90 *s <1991-1994?). 1 couldn^t find much information on 
Splitpigs. Could you describe the style of music you guys 
olgved? did^vou release agvthixicr? 


A: Splitpigs was a very crazy punk / metal / warrior rock band 
who built up a large following in London*but never released a 
record. The band had a very bizarre front man, Jez, who's 
antics on stage were compulsive* tto watch. It wasn't an act 
either, the guy was nuts! The whole band was nuts! I have to 
say that I probably enjoyed my time with Splitpigs more than 
Antisect as it felt more my thing. We recorded several demos, 
one was produced by Lippy and one was even produced by Rat Sca¬ 
bies from The Damned. I have tons of video of the band, but in¬ 
sufficient technical know-how to get it up on my MySpace page. 
I've tried and failed! Old people and technology, you know how 
it is. 


Q: Antisect have recently reformed and are planning to do dates 
in the USA/Japan/Europe in 2011/2012. You won’t be playing this 
time around but are in contact with members who are. What can 
you tell me about this reunion? How do you feel about it? 


A:I met Lippy for a drink a couple of weeks back and I am very 
pleased they are going out on tour. The line up is Lippy, Caro¬ 
line, Lawrence, Tim and a mate of Lippy's on drums who works 
with him at his recording studio. I think they'll be great. I 
was asked whether I wanted to do the tours, but I have other 
commitments now and cant just swan off to the US or Japan, as 
much as I would like to.,There is a chance I may play some 
dates with them in the UK, but we'll see. They have re-released 
the single and have some flash new merch' including fabric and 
enamel badges of the Antisect logo I did with Tippex in our 
<squat in East London in 1986! Bizarre. 









Q: On the subject. How do you feel about the other bands from 
this era who have decided to reform with varying degrees of suc¬ 
cess? Have you attended any of these reunion shows? 


A: Lippy and I have been to see Killing Joke and Discharge togeth¬ 
er a couple of times recently and they are still great. Mind you, 
I don't think either ever split up so technically they have not 
reformed. I would love to see Rudimentary Peni if they toured 
again. I really don't have any opinion of bands reforming or not. 
I think it's fine as long as you don't sort of become your own 
tribute band if you know what I mean. 


Q: I’ve seen the flyer for the Crucifix/Antisect/Amebix show. It’s 
possibly one of the most impressive line-ups for a single show 
I’ve seen. All bands with distinct styles.playing together most 
have quite a event. You weren't in the b^nd quite yet wete you? I 
think I've seen pictures of this show and thought it was the pre¬ 
vious bass player Wink. If not,did you get to see this show or any 
of that tour? 


A: I wasn't connected with Antisect then and didn't see any of the 
shows. I got to know a couple of the guys from Crucifix later on 
and really liked them. (Chris and Sofia). Weirdly, Chris from Cru¬ 
cifix turned up to see a few of our dates on the Italy tour which 
was a bit mad. ...or was it the Dutch tour? God my mind is properly 
damaged. 


A: There is so much that is memorable. Many, many very crazy anec¬ 
dotes and incidents, but I cant type anymore just now, it hurts! : 
hope you have enjoyed reading my answers. Thank you for asking 
the questions!
